Colon, Colombia, December 28, via Gal- 
veston.—Baranquilla papers dated Decem- 
ber 24. which came to hand this morning, 
contain further details of the battle 
fought near Honda. They say that Gen- 
eral Leovigild Rodriguez commanded 
Honda's small garrison. General Marin's 
large force of insurgents attacked the 
place early in the morning of December 
9. At 8 a. m. General Londono brought 
up 200 government reinforcements from 
Laciguente, across the Magdalena river 
facing Honda. By 11:30 the combined 
forces drove the enemy .clear away from 
Horda. The insurgents on arriving at 
Caraoil, near Mariquita in the evening 
awaited the government troops in two 
wings. It was there that bayonets and 
machetes were freely used, for the insur- 
gents’ ammunition was exhausted. The 
vanguard having been surrounded, with 
the aid of the rear guard, the govern- 
ment troops succecded in breaking the 
line and then utterly routed the enemy. 
On the following morning, when 400 were 
found to have been killed, the insurgents 
retreated by way of Guayaquil, taking 
their wounded with them. 

The fighting in this engagement has 
been characterized as uncivflized. The 
liberal colors bore the device: “I neither 
ask for n@ give quarter.”

The pa- 
pers say no improvement may be ex- 
pected while the uncertainty regarding 
commercial treaties lasts. 

Germany’s naval activity 
during the year 1901 shows that four bat- 
tle ships were launched and that one 
armored cruiser, one gun boat, several 
large torpedo boat destroyers and four 
coast defense vessels have been remodel- 
ed.

PANAMA CANAL ON MARKET 


Company Will Sell to the United 
States for $40,000,000. 

Paris, December 28.—M. Lasprey, sec- 
retary general of the Panama Canal 
Company, sailed for New York today on 
the French line steamer’ L’Aquitaine, 
{rom Havre. He’will confer on his ar- 
rival in the United States with a number 
of the Panama company’s American rep- 
resentatives and overtures for the sale 
of the canal property to the United States 
will be renewed. 

In view of the doubt existing in tae 
United States as to the price the Panama 
Canal Company's representatives intend 
to ask for the property, the correspond- 
ent of the Assodiated Press made in- 
quiries from the best sources of informa- 
tion on that subject and is enabled to say 
that the ‘price will be approximately $40,- 
000,000. This figure cannot yet be given 
as the exact one, because the company 
has not yet come to a definite decision, 
but it will pot be appreciably higaer.

Long for a Great Navy. 

Secretary Long spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

‘I have been interested in the circular 
signed by many eminent citizens, my be- 
loved frjend, E. E. Hale, at the head, in 
which they regret the estimate of $100,- 
000,000 for the increase of the navy. The 
size of the navy, if there is to be a navy 
at all, is a question like the tariff—of ad- 
justment rather than of principle. Of 
course it is a rather taking thing to say 
as a matter of theory, as this circular 
Says, that $100,000,000 for the navy means 
a tax of $6 on every family in the United 
States. And yet on the other hand, as a 
matter of practical fact, if that sum is 
spent there is probably not a family in 
the United States whose future income 
could be shown to be $6 less, and there 
are a good many families whose income 
would be $6 more, and still more families 
whose income would be many times $6 
less if it were not spent. 

“It is also rather a taking thing to say 
that $100,000,000 could be better spent for 
education or charity. And yet on the 
other hand $100,000,000 spent in the em- 
ployment of labor is the very best use to 
which it can be put. 

“The great question of the day, as to 
wealth, is its distribution. While few 
would say that the community should be 
taxed for the sole purpose of distributing 
the proceeds of taxation, yet it is some 
comfort to know of a tax which, when it 
is laid on the community, all returns 
again to it. If $100,000,000 shall be ap- 
rropriated for the navy by the present 
congress, a@ small part will go for the 
purchase of raw material and something 
for salaries, but the great bulk of it for 
labor in every part of the union. 

Plenty of Money To Spend. 

“Somehow it just happens that with 
larger revenues than we have ever had 
before in time of peace, and therefore 
with more direct and indirect taxation, 
there is more prosperity and more money 
in the pocket of the citizen than ever be- 
fore. Students may speculate Over the 
economic causes, but this is the ‘demni- 
tion total.’ 

‘“‘Undoubtedly Uncle Sam ought to re- 
duce taxation wherever he can. On the 
other hand, it is wise in him to run 
things so as to keep business good, and 
if as a result his income is large he con- 
fers much more benefit by spending it 
than he would by hiding it. Whenever 
the interests of the country require, he 
should reduce his receipts, but as they 
are now excessive, the great question 
seems.to be how he shall get the pro- 
ceeds back among the people. Another 
year he may not have so much money to 
spend. But if this year, having a sur- 
plus, he spends $100,000,000 for the navy, 
let us remember that while it is spent 
under that name, it is really spent, as I 
said before, in the employment of the 
people’s labor and in the purchase of the 
material they have to sell, and the peo- 
ple get rather more out of it than the 
navy does, for they get it all back again. 

“Nor is it true, as suggested in the 
circular, that a great navy necessarily 
inflames the fighting spirit and leads to 
war. . . If my recollection serv3s nie 
right, while Great Britain has had 
troubles in Bgypt and Africa and else-

rewer. The recent increase in our navy 
did not induce the war with Spain, which, 
as things were, seems to have been in- 
evitable. On the other hand, it is more 
than likely that if in the beginning of 
1898 we had even as large a navy as wa 
have now, certainly as large a one as 
now proposed, there would have been no 
war with Spain, and that country would 
have come to terms, as she was very 
near coming without battle. At that 
time, however, it was the general im- 
pression among foreign powers, and prob- 
ably in Spain, that her navy would blaw 
us out of the water. 

Necessity for Naval Expansion. 

“All the foregoing ceals with the cucg. 
tion of expediency, which are the only 
questions raised in the circular. But 
there js a question of principle, and that 
guesticn, strangely enough, the circular 
does not touch. The signers, it seems to 
me, instead of raising the question of how 
big the navy shouid be, should have 
raised the question of whether there shall 
be any navy at all. This I do not pro- 
pose to argue, as, until the world moves 
much further toward the millennium, it 
is hardly worth while to argue it. 
In determining this question, what shall 
be the gize of our navy, there are a great 
many things to be considered, some of 
which I have referred to. 

‘For instance, our world relations have 
expanded vastly in the last few years 
in territorial extent and vastly more in 
international extent. It has not been an 
expansion upon the continent, but upon 
the ocean itself and the islands of the 
sea in both hemispheres. Our commerce 
hag greatly jncreased in volume and area, 
and our American marine is likely -to 
fcllow suit. As on iand, so on ocean, ag 
you extend your commerce so you must 
expand your police force. If there is ‘to 
be a navy at all, it should be commensu- 
rate with all these extended relations 
and demands. We are the richest nation 
of the world, with a larger income than 
any other. If, then, the size of our navy 


should correspond to ovr national and 


international size, and if we have the 
cash on hand, it would seem the simplest 
good business sense, the simplest zo00a 
busiress care of our own interests, to in- 
crease the navy, and whether this shall 
cost $20,000,000 or $75,000,000 or  $100,000,- 
(OO, it is not an extravagance to cut our 
garment according to our cloth, especia]- 
ly as last year there was no appropria- 
tien for such an increase. 

“It is like the rich man grading his ex- 
penditures to his income and then mak- 
ing it serve the general welfare as well 
2s his Own. It is like having policemen 
enough, instead of having a number so 
limited that the roughs are tempted to 
riot. There certainly is a heap of com- 
fort in feeling that if millions are néw 
epent for the navy the money is fn the 
till to spend. It is a case-where the peo- 
ple can have their cake and eat it, too; 
they can have their ships and they can 
have in their pockets the money paid 
for building them. 

“IT will not pursue this topic further, 
but a United States naval vessel carry- 
ing our flag into the ports and harbors 
ot the world is something more than a 
fighting machine. It- means relations 


| with those ports; it means an awakening 


and lively respect for our country; it 
means recognition of the outreach of our 
civilization, commerce and influence; it 
means just what would be meant if a 
fine representative of New York or Bos- 
ton, carrying her prestige, exploiting her 
interests, were in every other city of the

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MORTGAGE CAUSES MURDER 


Red Mystery in New York Unveiled 


by Confession.

Hudson, N. Y., December 28.—One of 


the most sensational murder cases ever 
known in New York state culminated to- 
day in a confession of Harvey Bruce, 
aged 21, in the form of a statement to 


his mother and aunt. 


The statement 
Charles H. Harvey and County Treaaurer 
George H. Macey, and tells how the mur- 
der of Peter A. Hallenbeck, a wealthy 
fermer of Greenport, was committed on 
Christmas eve by Bruce and Willis Bur- 
ton and Fred Van Wormer, brothers, 
aged 20, 23 and 26, nephews of the mur- 
dered man. 

The full purport of the confession vill 
not be made public until Monday at the 
coroner’s inquest, but eno@gh has peen 
told to show that the prisoners. who all 
lived at Kinderhook, 18 miles from the 
Halienbeck home, drove to the scene of 
the crime, tied their horse at Hallen- 
beck’s barn, went to the rear of the 
keuse in the moonlight, rapped on the 
ccor, and, when the old man opened it,- 
shot him to death, firing thirteen shots, 
eieven of which entered the body. ‘The 
crime was witnessed by Hallenbeck’g 
wife and old mother, the other memb>2rs 
of the family being at Christmas eve 
services, less than a mile away. 

Until last fall the Van Wormer family 
lived in a house in Greenport, mortgaged 
to Hallenbeck. Because he thought the 
boys troublesome Hallenbeck foreclosed 
the mortgage and the family was evicted. 
This wag the basis of the ill-will held 
against Hallenbeck. 

The mother of the Van Wormers and 
friends tried hard by testimony before 
the coroner to establish an alibi for 
them. The officials had strong circum- 
stantial evidence against -them.

its fifth annual meeting about the first of 
May in Athens, Ga. 

The campaign committee of the South- 
crn Edueation Board, acting for the con- 
ference, has been in session in Columbia 
during the past two days and has begun 
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to arrange the programme for the meet- 
ing at Athens. There will be at this con- 
ference several hundred people = § from 
every southern” state and about 
northern friends who are members of the 
conference. 

The origin of this conference five years 
ago at Capon Springs, W. Va., was ex- 
plained. At first it was a conference of 
a few southern and a tew northern men, 
all of whom were anxious to aid in any 
possible way in the educational struggle 
going on in all parts of the south. Three 
annual meetings were held at Capon 
Springs, where the members of the con- 
ference were entertained by Major Sales 
at his hotel. Last year at Winston-Sa- 
lem, N. C., the fourth annual session wags 
held and it was very largely attended 
both by northern and southern peuple. 
The Athens meeting will evidently be 
much more largely attended. 

As the name implies, this is a confcr- 
ence between people interested in the 
same cause. Its object is to promote in 
every possible Way unbiversal education. 
At the Winston-Salem conterence_ pro- 
vision was made tor a southern education 
board, which should have had the right 
as the executive board of the confer- 
ence to collect money and to apply it to 
carrving out the purposes of the confer- 


ence.

Attempt To Rob Her of His Fame

New York, December 28.—At the eighth 
annual dinner of the Arctic Club, held 
at the Hotel Marlborough tonight, Amos 
Bonsall, of Philadeiphia, the only gur- 
vivor of the Kane expedition in 1853-1855, 
in speaking about the bravery of the 
men who have visited the arctic and ant- 
arctic regions, said:

The speaker’s reference to Admiral 
(then captain) Schley’s command of the 
Greely relief expedition in 1884 was ap- 
plauded for some minutes. The expedi- 
tion brought Lieutenant Greely-and six 
survivors back from the frozen north.

Doubtless the friendly relations estab- 
lished by the southern educational con- 
ference between thinking citizens of the 
north and thinking citizens of the south 
will result in the future in much good 
to the south outside the specific work 
of this campaign committee, but that is 
not a magter for the immediate considera- 
tion of the southern education board or 
its campaign committee.

Weapon Will First Be Used on 
Crowninshield, Head of 
Naval Clique 


CONGRESS TQ BE ASKED 
TO HIT CROWNINSHIELD 


Schley’s Chief Foe Fondly Hopes To 
Represent United States at Ed- 
ward’s Coronation—Con- 
gress Will Be Ask- 
ed To Prevent. 


Washington, December 28.—(Special.)— 
Admiral Schley, after a conference. with 
his attorneys, has decided not to begin 
libel action against Maclay, because he 
could not collect damages even if they 
were. awarded. He wil] not sue the Ap- 
pletons, nor does he expect to appeal to 
the white house, since President Roose- 
velt is bound to the navy department pro- 
gramme. 

It is generally understood that the 
ScDley forces are now out for revenge 
and the ax will first fall upon Crownin- 
shield, who fondly hopes to represent the 
United States at the coronation exercises 
in England next year. The navy depart- 
ment plan is to put Crowninshield in 
charge of the European squadron for this 
purpose, but, through congress, the Schley 
men may upset this plan. 

Crowninshield is, by right, only a cap- 
tain. In order to be put in charge of 
the European squadron he must be ap- 
pointed a rear admiral, and it is said 
enough senators have declared themselves 
to make this out of the question. The 
United States would hardly dare to send a 
naval captain to England upon such a 
great occasion, and the Schley men and 
their friends in congress seem to be in a 
position to effectually smash the long- 
cherished plans of Crowninshield and the 
navy department. No worse blow could 
be given Crowninshield than to prevent 
him posing as the representative of the 
United States at the coronation exercises. 

The conference between Admiral Schley 
and his counsel closed about 2 o’clock 
and Mr. Raynor returned to Baltimore. 
No statement was made as to the results 
reached. 

Admiral and Mrs. Schley will leave in 
about a week for a trip south, to be gone 
about two weeks. He has not yet made 
up his itinerary, but will do so next 
week, 


HE LANDS HARD

Lockwood, of Anti-Trust League, 
Criticises President, 


Alleges That Roosevelt in His Rec- 
ommendations to Congress Plays 
Into Hands of Trust Pro- 
moters—Touches Up Cap- 
tains of Industry. 


Terry, Tex., December 28.—M. L. Lock- 
wood, of Zelienople, Pa., president of the 
American Anti-Trust League, has given 
out a statement in which he criticises at 
length the recommendations made by 
President Roosevelt for a national law to 
govern trade combinations. Mr. Lock- 
wood contends that there is no necessity 
for any further legislation on the subject; 
that the rigid enforcement of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law would be sufficient 
to effectually suppress and restrain hurt- 
ful trade and industrial combinations. 
He then says: 


“Doesn't every one know that these in- 
dustrial combinations have destroyed 
competition, have created monoply and 
are now robbing the American people of 
hundreds of millions of dollars annually 
to pay dividends on billions of watered 
stock, and that some of these dividends 
are 48 per cent annually for water and 
all? What more publicity he 
want?” 


How Fortunes Are Made. 


He alleges that the foundation of all 
the vast fortunes which have been built 
up in trade and manufacturing are rail- 
road rebates and discriminations, and 
refers to the close of the discussion of 
the matter in the message in which the 
president says 
by the experience gaine$ by the passage 
of the interstate law and wisely enact 
such a law as he recommends. 

Mr. Lockwood alleges that trusts desire 
just what is recommended in the mes- 
sage and that their attorneys advocated 
it before the civic federation conference. 
He says: 

“Why is it that these attorneys want 
to transfer this question to the seat of 
the national government? The answer is 


that they want to get just as far away 
from the people who are being hurt 2 
possible. They Know that the atmos- 
phere is a great deal different on this 
question in the capitol lobbies and in the 
hotel lobbies of Wasnington than it is 
in the states. 


Urges Roosevelt To Enforce Law.

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TRAITORS CUT 
TO LITTLE BITS 


Filipino Rebels Take Fearful 
Vengeance on Deserters 


Three Native Policemen Cut to Pieces 
with Bolos and Their Bodies 
Thrown Into a Well—Given 
Privilege of Con- 
fession. 


Washington, December 28.—Many Fill- 
pinos who accept service under American 
rule are visited with awful vengeance by 
their fellow countrymen. -Three native 
policemen who had been sent from 
Laoag to San Nicholas, Ilocos Norte, for 
duty at the latter point, were seized and 
bound by an armed band of Filipino out- 
laws, taken before a priest to be confess- 
ed, and then flung alive into a well after 
being hacked with bolos. Their assa‘l- 
ants then filled up the well with loose 
earth. One of the band, Winceslao 
Rosales, who was brought to trial, was 
sentenced to be hanged. Another native 
poNceman met his death at the hands of 
am outlaw band in the barrio of San 
Antonio, La _Guna province. His body 
was found tn a river weighted with a 
heavy rock and showing wounds through 
the heart and in his neck. Two of toe 
members of the outlaw band were sen- 
tenced by military commission to be 
hanged. 

Two Filipinos who murdered 
known native accused of being an Amer- 
ican spy, beheaded the body and buried 
it in the city of Manila, were sentenced 
to be hanged. 

Another outlaw band seized a native 
man and woman for no apparent motive 
and killed them by striking them with 
clubs on the back of their necks. — 

Mariano Zales, a native member of th- 
band, when brought to trial, gave the 
following rather vague explanation: 

“They were relatives, uncle and aunt 
of mine, and I had to do it to save my 
life.” 

The military commission which tried 
him found him guilty of murder, but the 
sentence was confinement at hard labor 
for twenty years. General Ctiatiee and 
the d2partment c»ymmander regarded the 
sentence as inadequate.

TO SHED BLOOD 
TO GAIN TRADE 


Brooks Adams Pleads for War 
To Expand Commerce, 


Made His Plea Before the Economie 
Association—Stone of Missis- 
sippi Tells How the Ne- 
groes in the Delta a. 

Are Managed. 


Washington, December 28.—Before the 
Economic Association today Brooks 
Adams, of Quincv, Mass., in interpreting 
the recent expansion of the foreign trade 
of the United States, entered a plea of 
justification for commercial and even mil- 
itary warfare to maintain the commer- 
cial supremacy of the country. 

Worthington C. Ford, chief of the de. 
partment of statistics, Boston public H- 
brary, contended that free tradg would be 
the outcome of a threatened breakdown 
of the “superstructure of the general tar- 
iff condition’’ of Europe. In the tariff 
policies of Europe, he said, the most fa- 
vored nation clause had been prac‘ically 
eliminated. 

At the afternoon session a paper by 
Thomas N. Carver, of Harvard university, 
discussed “Some Theoretical Possibilities 
of a Protective Tariff.”’ 

The third session of the day was held 
this evening and two papers, “The Negro 
in the Yazoo, Mississippi, Delta,” by Al- 
fred H. Stone, of Greenville, Miss., and 
“Conciliation and Arbitration Among 
Miners,’’ by Herman Justi, commissioner 
Illinois Coal Operators’ Association, were 
listened to with much interest, 

Mr. Stone portrayed the condition 
negro labor in the northwestern part of 
Mississippi, where the blacks represent 
some 87 per-cent of the population. Here 
more than elsewhere, he said, the methods 
and traditions of the old plantation days 
are preserved. Race troubles and conflicts 
are unknown and that this was not due, 
he continued, to a sedentary population, 
but rather to the preponderance of the 
blacks, which draws a sharp line between 
the laboring classes and the directive 
classes. The absence of the white laborer 
keeps alive the instinctive respect for the 
white man which makes harmonious re- 
lations possible. 

In conelusion the speaker related his 
personal experience as a plantation man- 
ager with a system of operation which 
was designed to overcome some of the 
weak points In customary contracts and 
insure a greater measure of independence 
for the laborers. 

Mr. Justi described the method pursued 
with respect to the coal mining industry 
of Illinois in the settlement of disputes 
and the prevention of strikes by friendly 
council where self-control is the governing 
factor. He did not hold, he sald, that 
the conditions in Illinois are ideal, but no 
one could deny their marked improvement 
and the hopeful outlook.

Tallahassee, Fila., 
cial.)—Sufficient time 
since relief came from the unprecedented 
severe December cold wave, waich held a 
large portion of Florida in icy embrace 
from December 15 for more than a week, 
to enable people to know accurately what 
damage has been done to the fruit and 
vegetable interests, which constitute 50 
large a portion Sf Florida's wealth. 

For eight consecutive days freezing 
weather prevailed over all of the long 
400-mile stretch between Pensacola and 
Fernandina, known as north Florida. 
There are very few orange or other citrus 
fruit trees in that section, but muca at- 
tention is given to hardier fruits, such 
as peaches, -pears and apples; also to 
pecans. Trees of these fruits and nuts 
have not been injured to any appreciable 


has 


extent. 

The growing of early vegetables for the 
northern markets is extensively followed 
in north Florida, and this industry was 
heavily damaged by the cold wave. The 
more tender vegetables were killed out- 
right except where artificially protected, 
and nearly all vegetables were injured 
badly and set back. pc 

Sugar cane, tobacco plants and the sta- 
ple crops were not hurt. } 

In the Florida penvisula, the nome of 
oranges, lemons, pineapples, bananas and 
many other semi-tropical fruits, the dam- 
age, according to official advices received 
here, is comparatively slight. The trees 
are said to be uninjured throughout that 
section, though from the Tampa neigh- 
bornood northward vegetables were con- 
siderably damaged and ripening or ripen- 
ed fruit which had not been gathered was 
frozen and its value depreciated. 

Everglade Crops Unhurt. 

In the great Everglades region and the 
large counties of Hillsboro, Polk, Osce- 
Ola, Brevard, Lee, Manatee, DeSoto, 
Dade and Monroe, which comprise the 
southern half of the peninsula, and in 
which the fruit growing business has 
reached its largest proportions, no bad 
effects were felt from the cold. Indeed, 
the wave did not reach much of this 
territory. |

It seems to be generally agreed among 
fruit growers that the only reason the 


Florida fruit groves escaped destruction, 
least damage to the extent of sev- 
million dollars, by the recent Tre- 
cold wave is found in the fact 
unusually long period of cool, 
dry weather had immediately preceded 
the freeze, and had driven the sap from 
the trunks and branches of the trees, thus 
rendering them less liable to injury from 
the cold. It is also stated tnat artificial 
methods of protecting whole groves of 
fruit trees, by the intelligent burning of 
“smoke fires,’’ or by the use of cheap cov- 
ering, have now been brought to sueca a 
state of perfection that the danger of 
trees being destroyed by freezes has been 
greatly lessened.

The wood and coal and 
all of the effects of the business were only 
recently purchased by my wife; they are 
in her name and she has only made two 
weekly payments on them.

NO SUCCESSOR TO 
JOHNSON ELECTED 


Republican State Executive Committee 
‘Receives’ His Resignation. 


PLEDGER IS AT THE HELM 


As Vice Chairman He Will Preside 
At Committee Meetings—Leg- 
islature Commended for 
Refusing to Disfran- 
chise Negro. 


Although the resignation of Walter H. 
Johnson as chairman of the state repub- 
Hcan executive committee was only “re- 
ceived’ during the meeting of that body 
yesterday morning, the action of the com- 
mittee is generally regarded as tanta- 
mount to an acceptance, 

W. A. Pledger, who was vice chalrman, 
will preside over the meetings of the com- 
mittee, although he was not elected chalr- 
man to succeed Mr. Johnson. In fact, 
after the committee had voted to “‘re- 
celve’’ Mr. Johnson’s resignation, no fur- 
ther action regarding officers was taken. 

Resolutions were adopted commending 
the Georgia. legislature for not having 
passed a law which would mean the dis- 
franchisement of many negroes in this 
state, and aiso for refusing to adopt a 
bill providing for a division of the schoo! 
fund for whites and blacks, 

A resolution was introduced by ex-Gov- 
érnor Bullock indorsing the adminitstra- 
tion of President Roosevelt, and also ex- 
pressing the regrets of the republican par- 
ty and citizens generally at the death of 
Mr. McKinley. This resolution was unan- 
imously adopted, as was one of sympathy 
for Mrs, Mckinley in the loss of her hus- 
band. 

The session of the republican executive 
committee was held in the senate chamber 
at the capitol. The meeting began at 10 
o’clock and lasted until nearly 1. Con- 
siderable time was consumed in examin- 
ing the credentials of members and in 
arranging proxies. The first matter taken 
up was the resignation of Chairman John- 
son. A motion was made that the resigna- 
tion be accepted with regret, but this met 
opposition at the hands of several of the 
committeemen, who declared that it was 
nSt within the power of the committee to 
accept, 

Receive Means Accept. 

It was said that the resignation could 
only be accepted or rejected by the state 
convention. Those in favor of the com- 
mittee taking agtion contended that the 
matter could not be referred to the con- 
vention, as it was something that did not, 
at the time, exist. By a vote of 36 to Is 
it was decided not to accept. Later, how- 


ever, the matter again came up. H. L. 
Johnson introduced a_ substitute which 
provided that the resignation be “re- 


ceived,’’ and Judson Lyons declared that 
to ‘receive’ the resignation was much th 
same as accepting it. The substitute wa: 
adopted. 

Considerable discussion was Indulged tn 
over a resolution introduced by T. M. 
Dent, providing that congress be request- 
ed to appropriate money to make test 
cases of the election laws in some of thr 
southern states where negroes had been 
disfranchised, The resolution, in its orig- 
inal form, was laid on the table and ther 
its author prepared a substitute, some- 
what modified as to terms, 

The committee’s action in tabling th: 
resolution was reconsidered and the sub- 
stitute was introdueed. Several member: 
of the committee considered the resolution 
in the nature of a slap in the face of the 
people of this state who had declined t 
pass a law looking to the disfranchise 
ment of the negro. Among those who fu 
vored the resolution was Judson Lyons 
He said it was the duty of Georgians t: 
see that the laws In this, as well as othe: 
states, were properly enforced. 

H. I.. Johnson, of Atlanta, opposed th 
resolution in a spirited speech. He 
clared the adoption of euch a yesolution 
would be productive of more harm than 
good. He said it would cause discussion 
and dissension, while the negroes in the 
rural districts would be. the ones made 
to suffer. Johnson was of the opinion 
that the white people, who had only 
refused to enact laws of disfran- 
chisement, should not be antagonized. 

The substitute and original resolution 
were voted down by large majorities. 

Before adjournment was taken resolu- 
tions expressing regrets at losing the ser-

To overcome this fatal defect in 
stage picture of Mr. Harrison Grey Fiske, 
manager of the Manhattan, devised an 
immense framework sustaining canvas 
upon which the sky or a landscape is 
painted to rise from the back of the 
stage, from behind a “set piece,”’ at an 
angle of 45 degrees, the landscape or sky 
extending to the horizon being painted 
on the latter, Beginning at the top of the

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set piece the sky piece extends upwards 
to a creat height gradually curving over 
the stage and forming a dome, the high- 
est part of which ends in and is hidden 
by the branches and foliage of trees. This 
device had much to do with the effec- 
tiveness of tlhe desert scene in ‘‘Miranda 
of the Balcony,” and Its _effectivdness is 
also witnessed In the Central Park scene 
in the ‘‘Unwelcome Mrs. Hatch.”

Between acts yesterday a card was 
sent to the dressing room of Mr. Rob- 
son, and his gracious acknowledgement 
of it was to greet the caller. with hand 
outstretched and a word of welcome. at 
the door. A few moments later there 
was adequately demonstrated the wide 
range of versatility possessed by the man 
and the Infinity of difference between 
man and actor.

Rip 
Van Winkle is a man who, even when in 
the act of robbing his wife and children, 
and with drunken grimace and leer, wins 
the plaudits of this same capricious pub- 
lic.” 

And all unconsciously Mr. Robson paid 
to himself and Mr. Jefferson the high- 
est of tributes—-art and genius shining 
through the buffcon’s mask.

The experiment of providing lodging 
and breakfast for homeless wanderers is 
how being tried in this city.

The municipal lodging house accommo- 
dates 300 persons and the rules only re- 
quire cleanliness and reasonably quiet 
demeanor.

MONEY NEEDED | 
FOR THE POLICE 


Police Board Makes Out Es- 
timates for Expense of De- 
partment Next Year. 


INCREASE OF $26,529 
WILL BE ASKED FOR 


Department Wants 25 More Police- 
men—A Few Salaries Slightly 
Increased—Board Declares 
City Is Behind in Po- 
lice Protection.

The board of police commissioners met 
yesterday for the purpose of making an 
estimate of expenses for the coming 
year, so that the finance committee of the 
new council can ye guided when making 
appropriations. 

The board wants an Increase of ap- 
propriation amounting to $26,529. The to- 
tal appropriation last year was $142,338.50, 
The amount wanted this year is $168,867.50. 

A few salaries have been increased, but 
the increased expense is for more police- 
men to patrol the city. Under the new 
appropriation which will be asked for, 
twenty-five more policemen are to be put 
on the force. "Mere are 125 regular partol- 
men, and 150 are wanted, 

An increase is asked for in the salary 
of the chief's clerk, J. A. Patterson. He 
now receives $900 a yeae and the board 
wishes to pay him $1,200. It is desired to 
raise the detective clerk’s salary from $50 
to $65 a month. The salary of the police 
matron, the board says, should be raised 
from $30 to $0 a month. 

This will make an increase in the pay- 
roll of $18,720. 

In the expense account the board de- 
sires several items increased, as will be 
seen from a comparison of the sheet 
given below. 

Police Protection Needed. 

The board met in called session yester- 
day with the mayor. Commissioner 
Brotherton Was absent. 

Chairma Ennglish stated, and the entire 
board agreed with him, that the time had 
come when Atlanta should have a police 
force sufficient to give the people the 
protection they were entitled to. The 
foroe had not been increased since 1897, 
when only four more men were put on. 
While the city had grown in population 
and in area there had been no increase 
of the police force. The appropriation 
asked for for 1902, stated the chairman, 
would barely give the department the 
money needed, but it would greatly in- 
crease: the facilities for protecting life 
and proprty.

FARM PROGRESS. 


Past, Present and Future. 


(Copyright, 1901, by The Atlanta Constitution. 

For a g00d many years past, there has 
been more or less inquiry among farmers 
for information in regard to totally new 
crops. There is a manifést inclination to 
make a radical change in the crops culli- 
vated and in the system of agriculture 
to be relied on as a means of extracting 
from ethe soil the necessary sustenance of 


the family and the competency which 
every one desires to attain before the 
aches and pains and. intirmitics of age 
shall make themselves evident. There 


are many who have devotea the vigor and 
activity of their best years to the grow- 
ing of cotton and corn as the main crops 
of the farm while giving more or 1¢ss 
attention to small patches of potatoes, a 
few acres in oats or rye, an acre or two 
of other minor crops. Of not a few farm- 
ers it may be satd, with close approxi- 
mation to the truth, that they have spent 
their Hves thus far in planting cotton 
and corn—their efforts at producing oats, 
wheat, sweet potatoes, pork, milk and 
butter being of a rather desultory charac- 
ter, rarely resulting in more than a 
meager supply of these absolutely indis- 
pensable things. It is gratifying to know 
that this class of farmers has rapidl,’ 


diminished in numbers during the last 
fifteen years. You never hear, now-a- 
days, that it is cheaper to grow cotton 


with which to buy bacon and lard than 
to raise the hogs and convert them into 
the home product. 

This tendency to. reach out after new 
methods, or new crops, is both signifi- 
cant and promising of a better future. It 
shows a consciousness of failure in the 


for making a change for the better in 
some direction, or in some way. It is ex- 
ceedingly gratifying to note the increased | 
interest in cattle raising and dairying, 
the great development of  commercal| 
fruit-growing and the tendency to go) 
back to some of the ways of our fathers, | 
so far, at least, as to grow our own! 
wheat and bacon, sirup and sugar. The | 
inquiry for improved breeds of swine, 
cattle, poultry, etc., suggests also that 
the prevailing purpose is to improve on 
the methods of our fathers, while we re- 
sume their self-supporting system. No- 
body wants to buy a scrub bull, or a land- 
mke boar to put at the head of his herd. 

The purchase and use of improved 
farm implements and machinery. is one of 
the most noticeable and encouraging fea- 
tures of agricultural reform and progress. 
As I wrote recently in reply to a rather 
pessimistic criticism on seuthern farm 
practices: *“* * * * There are easily ten 
times aS many reapers, Mowers, grain 
drills, riding and walking cultivators, 
harvesters, disc plows, stump-pulling 
machines, ete., in Georgia as there were 
even twenty years ago.’’ The simple, in- 
disputable fact is that the scuthern farm- 
ers have made very considerable advance 
along all lines since the seventies, or since 
the alluring high prices of cotton gave 
way before the great increase in the sup- 
ply. This advance is not universal—is 
not suggested on every farm and possibly 
not at all in some large sections; but on 
the average there has been probably a 
greater advance in the south than in any 
section of the country. 

The most encouraging factor in this 
advance, in my judgment, is the evident 
improvement in the methods of producing 
the old traditional crcps of the south— 
cotton, corn, oats, cowpeas, sweet pota- 
toes and sugar cane, to say nothing of the 
live stock. 

I do not look for any decided success 
along the line of new crops, except as 
these new departures may reduce to some 
extent the overproduction of our pgreat 
staple crop. True these new crops in- 
crease diversification and in that way 
will help. But the cid crops and hus- 
bandries of the south, the lines along 
which most farmers have worked all their 
lives, afford ample opportunities for di- 
versifying. Itis not wise and politic for a 
farmer to try to “produce everything’ 
that he can produce on his farm. Such 
advise is often given very thoughtlessly 
and inthe very teeth of the law of spe- 
cialization. A farmer who undertakes 
to produce fifty or even twenty different 
kinds of field crops for market would 
very likely fail of success, except as an 
exhibit at a state fair in competition for 
a premium for the greatest variety of 
products from one farm. 

The true policy is for each state and 
perhaps each county to produce such a 
variety of farm products as may be esuffi- 
cient to supply that state or that coun- 
ty. Coming down to the individual farm-

fire,’’ etc., is an old adage that applies 
as well to diversifying crops as to any- 
thing else. 

Iinally, for the present article, the 
general farmer should have plenty of live 
stock to consume, as far as possible, all 
feedstuffs produced on his farm and he 
may even be justified in buying seme 
kinds of food (cotton meal and wheat 
bran, for instance). Raw materials, such 
as hay, grain and forage should be con- 
sumed on the farm and not sold in th:

Although the objects of the organization 
are many and varied, as demonstrated in 
the various departments of the work, Miss 
Taylor epitomized the general object when 
she said: “The Young Woman's Chris- 
tian Association stands for fully developed 
Christian womanhood, and one of its 
Strongest factors of success lies in the 
fact that the work appeals to no one, but 
all classes of young women—those known 
to the leisure class and those identifled 
with professional, business or industrial 
life.’’ 

Then she continued in a most Interest- 
ing vein: ‘‘The various departments of 
the association work, as systematized 
under the American committee jn 1885, 
are those physical, social, educational and 
spiritual. The physical includes the gymM- 
nasium, the study of hygiene, the lunch 
room, baths, ete. The social embraces the 
lfbrary 
ments standing for the larger order of 
amusements. The educational depart- 
ment has forty-seven diffenment branches, 
including classes along evéry line necca- 
Sary in any career pursued by the young 
woman, whether tn the home or out of It. 
The spiritual department includes Bible 
study and all pertaining thereto. 

‘The, college work is confined as a rule 
to that coming under the head of the 
social and the spiritual, that which while 
imparting to the young students the prin- 
ciples of the spiritual life, at the same 
time encourages those social pastimes 
that inculcate the right spirit of good fe}- 
lowship.”’ ; 

When asked if the growth of the Young 
Woman's Christian Association had tn the 
last two years equaled: that of former 
years, when the organization was still 
new and a novelty, as at were, with the 
many young women joining it, she re- 
plied enthusiastically in the affirmative. 

“Within: the past two years the growth 
has exceeded the highest anticipations, a 
proof of its far-reaching influences proven 
in one sense by the annual conferences 
which in the past two years have occurred 
in four different sections of the country 
instead of originally in one. Last year 
there were four largely attended con- 
ferences, one holding in Asheville for the 
southern workers; one in Lake Geneva, 
Wis., for those inthat section; one at 
Lake George, N. Y., and one on the Pa- 
cific coast. 

There are four hundred and ten college 
divisions of the association work, and 
seventy-five city associations, the latter 
increasing in namber and popularity as 
rapidly as the organizing secretaries can 
do their work.

There is no doubt that 
the success of.the assaciation work is 
largely due to the type of young women, 
sent out by the American committee, as 
secretaries and organizers. They are 
with but few excegtions college graduates 
and imbued with that missionary spirit 
that makes them accept their offices as 
God-given vocations. Their sgperior edu- 
cation enables them to hold up t the 
highest standards the social as well as 
educational branches, and there are as 
many as a hundred of them in tne fleld 
at the present day.

Give 
them the facts at school, leaving it to 
after years for them to build their own 
spiritual house upon this rock.

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The City and Its Streets. 

We publish elsewhere a statement 
from Mr. H. M. Atkinson, in which he 
makes elaborate presentation of his 
side of the controversy between the 
interests he represents and the city 
administration. 

With the inside details of any per- 
sonal antagonism between the mayor 
and Mr. Atkinson The Constitution has 
nothing to do. If one has railed at 
the other until the personal prejudice 
and misunderstanding between the 
two has reached the point where 
neither can meet the other on a basis 
of doing justice to the interests repre- 
sented, then that is the city’s mis- 
fortune only so far as the city is the 
loser by having such disagreement ac- 
credited with the failure to come to 
terms in the effort to secure for the 
city adequate compensation for the 
use of its streets by the public utility 
corporations. 

Mr. Atkinson insists that in every 
effort to reach a just basis of settle- 
ment he has run across the mayor’s 
personal tomahawk. 

The mayor takes broad and em- 
phatic issue with the proposition and 
says that he is simply acting for At- 
lanta. 

Whatever the public may conclude 
as to the personal phases of the con- 
troversy between the mayor and Mr. 
Atkinson, there is one proposition on 
which the people are united—and that 
is that the city MUST be paid for the 
use of its streets by the public utility 
corporations. 

All the charters that the secretary 
of state may grant, or that can be 
ground out by any imaginable process 
from now until doomsday will not 
alter the public determination to se- 
cure just compensation for the city 
for the use of its streets. 

The very principle underlying this 
overwhelming demand has been rec- 
Ognized and approved by Mr. Atkinson 
in his several offers to the city. and 
while nothing has come as yet as the 
result of these negotiations, the ad- 
vance made is a hopeful indication 
that some definitely satisfactory set- 
tlement will soon be reached. Nobody 
can know better than Mr. Atkinson 
himself the very great importance of 
an adjustment of the problem under 
discussion, and no interest is half so 
much interested in securing such a 
settlement as those represented by 
Mr. Atkinson. 

A new council is to be installed in 
one more week. its new members 
come fresh from the people and they 
have taken no part in the official de- 
velopments of the compensation-for- 
the-use-of-the-streets movement in the 
present council. It cannot be said of 
the new council that it is inimical to 
the interests represented by Mr. At- 
kinson, for it is a well-known fact that 
the influence of these interests was 
thrown to the election of most of the 
new council members who were op- 
posed. At the same time these men 
are well-known citizens, who will do 
their duty by the city. 

The new council will, of course, take 
up de novo the matter of an amicable 
adjustment with the corporations.

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An Incident and Its Lesson. 

As a mark of our industrial progress 
it may be noted fhat Atlanta hard 
wood finish is.going into John D. Rock- 
efeller’s mansion at Tarrytown-on-the- 
Hudson, and the inmates of the oil 
King’s home will repose on Atlanta 
made iron bedsteads., 

There is a lesson in this invasion of 
the north, this selling of Atlanta prod- 
ucts under the very nose of New York. 
It means that we have learned how to 
manufacture and how to meet the 
wants of the purchasing public, for 
these instances are matched in other 
lines, 

Atlanta’s products go into almost 
every state in the union, touching both 
oceans and what’s between. 

There is a story connected with the 
Tarrytown contract which is so full of 
Significance that we feel disposed to 
give it space in the editorial columns 
of The Constitution. The mention of 
business firms editorially is: unusual, 
but as “all signs fail in dry times,” so 
all rules can be violated when an ob- 
ject beneficial to Atlanta is to be 
gained. 

Several months ago the purchasing 
agent of John D. Rockefeller came to 
Atlanta to supervise the equipment of 
the dormitory at Spellman seminary, 
to which Mr. Rockefeller had given 
$50,000. He awarded Mr. David Wood- 
ward, of the Woodward Lumber Com- 
pany, one of the interior firishing con- 
tracts. During his stay the purchasing 
agent visited the plant and later asked 
for a bid on the interior finish of a 
part of Mr. Rockefeller’s new Tarry- 
town mansion. The bid, amounting to 
over $7,000, was forwarded and in due 
course notice was received that it had 
been accepted. Since then the work 
has been finished to the full satistac- 
tion of the owner. 

It chanced that the contract for the 
bedsteads of the Atlanta dormitory 
were given to an Atlanta enterprise— 
the Atlanta Excelsior and Manufactur- 
ing Company, of which Mr. W. A. 
Bates is the head. The purchasing 
agent—a man who liked to see things 
going on—went to the factory, looked 
it over, satisfied himself as to the qual- 
ity of the goods, asked for a bid on 
twenty-five bedsteads, and. when it 
was received ordered them for Mr. 
Rockefeller’s Tarrytown home. 

This establishment was started in a 
small way as an excelsior factory, em- 
ploying ten men, less than a year ago. 
It now employs seventy-five. There 
are only three such factories in the 
south, yet these bedsteads find sale as 
far west as California. | 

By the way, excelsior, made from 
our Georgia pine trees, has practically 
run moss and hair out of business for 
a certain class of upholstering. 

It would be tedious to enumerate 
the various ways in which the tide has 
been turned in industrial matters, in 
which the south is concerned. Ten 
years ago white pine sash, doors and 
Dlinds were brought to Atlanta in car 
loads from Chicago and Oshkosh, and 
they were in such general use that un- 
less specifications stated otherwise 
white pine was assumed to be the 
wood required. Not a dealer in At- 
lanta then dreamed of shipping out a 
carload of yellow pine doors. Now all 
that is changed. It is doubtful if in 
the last five years a carload of white 
pine sash, doors and blinds has been 
brought into Atlanta, while the yel- 
low pine goods are being shipped into 
all the states, as far north as Massa- 
chusetts and all through the west. 
Florida still insists on the white pine, 
and it is brought here from North Car- 
olina, worked up and shipped to the 
Land of Flowers, while mahogany in 
the rough was brought from New Or- 
leans and sent back to that city in the 
form of doors and interior finish for 
the St. Charles annex. 

The best feature of this sort of 
thing is the fact that the Atlanta 
products are being sought. Our sales- 
men are in almost every state, but the 
goods are bought on merit and trade 
in our manufactures is steadily and 
rapidly increasing. 

Herein is the keynote of Atlanta’s 
future greatness. A factory that has a 
payroll of five hundred, a thousand or 
two thousand dollars a week means 
not only an increase in population to 
the extent of its operatives and their 
families, but it means business for 
merchants, homes wanted, real estate 
sales, and the circulation of money 
here at home that would go elsewhere 
if the industries were not established 
here. Our local capitalists should bear 
this in mind, and give all the encour- 
agement possible to manufacturing en- 
terprises, no matter how small their 
beginnings. No great city can live 
upon itself—it must have a widely ex- 
tended commerce, and Atlanta’s oppor- 
tunity is to utilize the natural re- 
sources of the south in manufacturing, 
and to ship the products all over the 
country. 

Bring the raw material here, work 
it up, ship it out and keep the profit 
and the wages circulating at home. 

That is the way to make the city 
great and our people rich and pros- 
perous.

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No Christmas for Them. 

Away up in the mountains of Gilmer 
county nestles an humble little cottage 
upon whose hearthstone the shadows 
have rested all through the Christmas 
holidays. No filling of the little stock- 
ings in the ruddy glow of the firelight 
and no ripple of childish merriment 
over the visit of Santa Claus has even 
momentarily lifted the gloom which 
has saddened this little mountain 
home. Yet there are three cnubby- 
faced youngsters within the cottage, 
who less than three weeks ago mailed 
affectionate letters to Santa Claus up 
the chimney flue and who,till another 
messenger unexpectedly came week 
before last, looked forward with anx- 
ious hearts and rosy cheeks to the 
midnight arrival of the reindeers. 

Most of the readers of The Consti- 
tution are familiar with the tragic 
circumstances connected with the 
killing of John Reece in the elevator 
of the Kiser building several days ago, 
but in view of the pathetic sequel 
which now comes from the little cot- 
tage home in the mountains it will not 
be amiss to recall them briefly at this 
time. Leaving his devoted young wife 
and his three curly-haired youngsters, 
Reece started out just before Christ- 
mas with his wagon load of country 
produce over the rough mountain road 
from Ellijay to Atlanta; and though it 
was bitterly cold. he faced the bleak 
weather with an iron-clad will and an 
eager elevation of spirit which nothing 
could daunt, expecting to sell his prod- 
uce for cash and to come back in 
good season with some nice little 
Christmas rememDrance for each one 
at home. As his wife told him goodby 
at the doorsteps and his children ran 
out to the gateway to remind him 
again of what he must tell old Santa 
Claus, there was no thought of the aw- 
ful fate which was hanging over the 
stout mountaineer’s head and which 
was destined to chill the sunshine of 
happiness which glowed in the hearts 
of his loved ones. Reece came back 
again, but the Angel of Death accom- 
panied him and there was no Christ- 
mas cheer at the fireside to celebrate 
the home-coming. Fate has been 
guilty of many sad mockeries, but 
never one sadder than this. 

To narrate the sequel of this pa- 
thetic story The Constitution publishes 
the following special from Ellijay, 
which tells of the destitute circum- 
stances in which the mountaineer’s 


family has been left. The special 
reads as follows: 

Ellijay, Ga., December 28.—(Special.)— 
The unfortunate killing of John Reece 
in an elevator in Atlanta several days 


ago has left a widow aged 22 years and 
three little orphans in destitute circum- 
stances. The need immediate assistance. 
The little boy is 3 years old, the older girl 
is 5 years old and the baby girl 1 year 
old. Those who open their hearts and 
their pocketbooks and contribute to the 
needs of these helpless little orphans 
and the widow will be blessed of God 
and bettered themselves. <All money or 
articles of food and clothing expressed 
to The Constitution's correspondent, T. 
H. Tabor, Ellijay, Ga., will be faithfully 
delivered. 7 

Surely there are many warm hearts 
in Atlanta to whom this appeal will 
not be made in vain. Coming as it 
does in the wake of the Christmas sea- 
son, which has kindled anew our sense 
of gratitude by reminding us of our 
multiplied blessings, and which has 
taught us afresh to remember the poor 
and the needy as well as the children 
at our own (fireside, there will no 
doubt be many of our people whose 
tender impulses will be only too eager 
to carry sunshine into this desolate 
little mountain home.

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Castro’s Troubles Multiply. 

It is not at all improbable that the 
ambitious Castro will soon reach the 
end of his career as dictator in Venez- 
uela. With a revolution on his hands, 
with Colombia mindful of his. treach- 


ery toward her, with Germany prepar-’ 


ing to seize one of his ports, he stands 
a chance to get into trouble witk 
France. 

Diplomatic relations between Venez- 
uela and France were broken off in 
1895, when the French minister to 
Caracas was dismissed by the Venez- 
uelan government for joining the Ger- 
man and Spanish ministers in a pro- 
test against the refusal of the Venez- 
uelan government to pay claims 
arising from a revolution. Property 
belonging to a French citizen has re- 
cently been seized and France has.no- 
tified Castro that the rights of its citi- 
zen will be protectédd to the fullest ex- 
tent. 

A writer in The New York Sun, giv- 
ing an account of the debt due the Ger- 
mans, over which the two countries 
are about to go to war, says this mat- 
ter is a very sore spot with the Venez- 
uelans. German banks financed a 
railroad 110 miles long from Caracas 
to Valencia. It is a narrow gauge, 
but cost nearly sixteén million dollars. 


When it is known that the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, which is broad 
gauge, a longer road and bountifully 
equipped with rolling stock, is sup- 
posed to be worth about half that, the 
amount of stealing done may be 
guessed at. 

The Venezuelan government guar- 
anteed 7 per cent on the cost of con- 
struction. The road failed to earn the 
interest and the government was 
called upon to pay it. A new ten- 
million-dollar loan was negotiated, but 
the banks got hold of the proceeds and 
affairs assumed a worse tangle than 
ever. The Venezuelans considered 
themselves badly swindled, and no 
doubt they were. It would not be sur- 
prising to see some new arrangement 
of the debt brought about, which would 
get the South American republic still 
deeper into the mire. 

The country is helpless in the face 
of a superior power and there is not 
nonesty enough in the officials. of the 
country to justify any other govern- 
ment in taking their part. Government 
in the South American countries is 
like reconstruction days in the south, 
with this exception, that there was 
enough honesty in the south to work 
a redemption, while no such condition 
exists in South America. 
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Atlanta’s Splendid Credit. 

Without much ado Atlanta has just 
sold $418,000 31-2 per cent bonds, to 
take fhe place of a corresponding issue 
of 7 per cents falling due on the Ist 
of January. 

In this sale two gratifying facts are 
prominent: First that the rate of inter- 
est is cut down exactly one-half, and, 
second, that the entire issue was 
bought by Atlantans at par and slight- 
ly above. The annual saving to the 
city in interest charge is about $15,000. 
his is no small relief to the municipal 
treasury and Mayor Mims is to be 
congratulated on the success of the 
sale. It means that Atlanta’s credit is 
gilt-edged. 

That all these bonds find purchas- 
ers among out home people is an indi- 
cation that Atlanta’s money supply is 
assuming metropolitan proportions. 
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Boys and Newspaper Reading. 

The question whether or not chil- 
dren should be encouraged to read 
newspapers has been brought up for 
discussion recently by the statement 
that juvenile magazines are losing 
their popularity. 

It is probably true that boys throw 
aside these publications sooner than 
in former years, but it is doubtful if 
anything is lost thereby. The step 
from knickerbockers to business is

shorter than it used to be. Then why 
should a boy cling to juvenile papers 
and magazines, however meritorious? 
Unless he is to be a bookworm, the 
sooner he gets in touch with the work- 
a-day world the better for him. 

Complaint is made that the newspa- 
pers have cut into the juvenile publi- 
cations—that the boys read the news. 
Of course there is reason in all things, 
but why should not an intelligent boy 
keep up with current events?

In Germany the all-troublesome prob- 
lem is how to get around the Monroc 
doctrine. The papers are fond of alluding 
to Prince Bismarck’s alleged expression 
that the Monroe doctrine was ‘‘a piece of 
im pudence.’’ That, however, does not 
make it any the less a Hving fact, nor 
lessen the danger of presuming too much 
with it. 

“Must Germany ask Washington's per- 
mission to collect 3,000,000 marks from 
Venezuela?’ asks one of the German pa- 
pers. That is not at all what it means. 
It really wants to know how far Ger- 
many cen safely go with the Bismarcklan 
idea. 

But wa need not bcther about the woes 
of Europe. We know that her great 
cities are cuffering trom American com- 
pet‘tion and that bad conditions gererally 
prevail. Yet we are not responsible for 
her expensive courts, the waste of war, 
still less fcr the fact that we can outsell 
the old world on our merits, whatever 
wrongs may lurk in our tariff system.

The states which have reported no new 


roads are Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, Delaware and Ne- 
braska. In the last named state there are 
a number of lines projected, and there 
is ane line 25 miles long under construc- 
tion, with grading practically completed, 
and in at least two of the New England 
states above named short lines are being 
built. Although the new mileage of 1901 
is 620 miles more than that of 1900, the 
difference would have been far greater 
had not the scarcity of labor and the in- 
ability to secure rails made it impossib'e 
to complete before the close of the year 
many hundreds of miles of new road on 
which grading has beén finished and on 
which track is now being laid or will be 
put down early in the spring. The severe 
weather of the past two weeks has caused 
a suspension of operations in many por- 
tions of the north, but in the southern 
and southwestern states work will proceed 


without interruption until the Mnes now , 


under construction are ready for opera- 
tion, making it certain that there will be 
large additions to the railway mileage of 
the country early in the new year. 
With the exception of Pennsylvania, 
there has been little building in the east- 
ern and New England states, but there 
has been much important work in all 
other sections of the country, the greatest 
activity being shown in the southwest. 
The construction west of the Mississippi 
river has amounted to 3,187 miles and the 
states east of the Mississippi and south 
of the Ohio have added 891 miles, making 
a total of 4,078 miles built in the states 
south of the Ohio and west of the Mis- 
sissippi. Other groupings show fhe fol- 
lowing results: Fifteen southern states, 
1,983 miles; six southwestern states (Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Indian Territory, Oklaho- 


ma, Texas and New Mexico), 1,665 miles;-. 


central northern states (Ohio, Indiana, Il- 
linois, Michigan and Wisconsin), 76 
miles; northwestern states, 884 miles; New 
England states, 22 miles. 

Texas leads all states in the union, witb 
583 miles on’23 lines, the longest of which 
is 91.75 miles in length; Oklahoma comes 
second with 428 miles built by three com- 
panies on 6 lines. Next in order come New 
Mexico with 275 miles; Georgia, 203 miles; 
Wisconsin, 196 miles; Missouri, 189 miles; 
Indiana, 174 miles; Minnesota, 171 miles; 
Illinois, 164™miles; Michigan, 164 miles; 
Louisiana, 160 miles; Indian Territory, 157 
miles; Arkansas, 156 miles; Pennsylvania, 
153 miles. The above named 14 states and 
territories are the only ones which have 
added over 150 miles each, and the aggre- 
gate is 3,173 miles. ;

This is harvest time for the beggars.

Now, when the lesser companies are 
bound by contracts to pay over in the 
form of rebates immense sums to com- 
sumers, the Amalgamated slashes the 
prices, and not only cuts away the profits 
of the lesser companies but also com- 
pels them to take big losses. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company did this sort of thing 
in its early days; Standard Oil brains 
are ‘managing copper. It is thought in 
Wall street that the history of the two 
companies will in the end be very sim- 
ilar; that before long the big copper com- 
pany will acquire a lot of the lesser 


r companies, and that that is exactly what 


the big slump in copper was for. Anyhow 
copper is not leading the stock market 
any more. Money is stiff and there is 
danger of high rates. But the January 
disbursements are expected to clear the 
outlook. It was expected today that the 
rise which began at the end of last week 
would go on, checked by little spurts in 
call money rates, until January 1. After 
that it will continue toward the “big 
boom’’ if the public comes in with enough 
unanimity. I find some bold men willing 
to take the one more big chance on the 
bull side, others—shrewder men—are #h- 
clined to wait for the rise to sell short.

HE word “sentiment” is a muchly 
abused and misused _ definition, 
When we speak of a man or wom- 
an as sentimental, ordinarily we 
mean to convey the idea that they 
are given to reading novels with a 
violently intense love motive; that 
they strike attitudes in an attrac- 
tive moonlight scene, and that the 
commonplace cares and burdens and 
pleasures of life have no fascination 
for them. A sentimental person is 
usually spoken of with a sneering 
inflection, and we set him down gen- 
erally as a weak, maundering in- 
It is the man to whom you ean refer 
as “strictly business and matter-of-fact” that is 
supposed to bear away the majority of the hon- 
ors and emoluments lying around today. 

We incline to the belief, however, that the 
majority of people are mistaken in this cynical, 
worldly-wise verdict, for the very simple reason 
that the man or woman without a grain of senti- 
ment in their composition might as well take on 
the attributes of a machine, and move through life 
with ears closed and eyes shut to the infinite 
beauties constantly presented to the intelligent 
vision. A newspaper clipping tells us of a learned,

austere judge of Chicago—a man who had been 
noted throughout life for his abhorrence of any- 
thing like sentiment and his rigidly practical views 
—found dead with one of Eugene Field’s ten- 
derest love lyrics, around which was twined a lock 
of his long-dead wife’s hair, in an envelope close to 
his heart. 

We have heard of similar incidents much 
nearer home. Stolid, commonsense business men, 
whose daily life and words would seem to give 
little warrant for the accusation of sentimentality, 
carrying in secret pockets poems in which love 
was the leading motive, a lock of faded hair, a 
withered flower or one of those thousand and one 
small souvenirs which record and recall some 
sweet passage in the life of the wearer—a passage 
carefuliy hidden away from the prying eyes of 
scoffing associates, who might brand the owner 
with weakness or “sentimentalism !"’ 

As if it were a weakness or a fault to confess 
to the possession of a refined sensibility to the 
heauties of life or our relations to each other! 
Instead, a man with this faculty should do every- 
thing in his power to cultivate and strengthen it. 
He mav assure himself that a countless host 1s 
keeping him company. Perhaps they keep carefully 
locked within these evidences of a susceptibility to 
those influences which are not found in dollars 
and cents, or the figured ledgers of the counting 
house. But they are there just the same, only re- 
quiring a touch of that common human nature to 
bring them forth in all their tenderness. 

True, there is a difference between sentimen- 
tality and.mawkishness; but the one is often con- 
fused with the other. The assertion is safe that 
both cannot occupy the same mind, for dividing 
them are the stern lines of earnestness and aftecta- 
tion. A person who is truly sentimental can never 
be mawkish, and vice versa. 

ihat man is dangerous who could decry any- 
thing that makes life more endurable. Sentiment 
of the genuine variety certainly sweetens the 
temper and often gives vitality and color to ar 
otherwise dreary aspect. It is one of the quali- 
ties which places a sharp line of demarkation be- 
tween men and brutes. It has no commercial 
value, we admit, but it has a value ‘that commer- 
cialism has not and never can have. 


Marconi’s Achievement a 


Significant “Straw” 


EVERAL decades ago people were 
firmly convinced that we had reach- 


ed the ultima thule of scientific 
achievement when intelligence 
could be exchanged between dis- 


tant stations by the use of two slen- 
der wires and the energy stored up 
in tiny glass cells. Later came the 
perfection of the telephone, the dis- 
covery of the electric light and pho- 
nogtaph, and following faster other 
inventions and devices of genius, 
which even now tax the credulity 
of many conservative people. Now 
a bright young Italian has succeed- 
ed in transmitting intelligent signals across the 
Atlantic ocean without the assistance of wires, and 
we are promised in the definite future a cheapness 
of commercial cabling which will bring remote 
countries into startlingly intimate touch with us. 

Marconi’s achievement is only one corrobora- 
tive link inthe chain of evidence which makes us 
believe that the pages in the volume of science and 
discovery, which we have been slowly and ardu- 
ously turning, contain more on the unexplored 
side than its reverse. Coincidentally with the 
Marconi announcement comes the tidings that a 
Chicago professor has discovered the secret of the 
origin of life itself, and that within a brief space 
of time its intricacies and details will be demon- 
strated in a manner convincing to the most stolid 
and unimaginative. Iurthermore, we are told that 
another scientific laborer has devised a system 
whereby a species of cathode rays are used in the 
absolute healing of the terrible diseases of cancer 
and consumption—maladies hitherto considered 
incurable often in their incipient stages. 

The privilege which has been accorded us of 
living in this wonderland of the twentieth cen- 
tury is one which we rarely appreciate. So accus- 
tomed have we become to dazzling achievements 
in the fields of scientific endeavor that we discuss 
the latest wonder with exceeding calmness, and 
await its successor with but a mild degree of in- 
terested speculation. 

gut with those who watch each new triumph 
closely, who appreciate its full importance, and 
who maintain some sort of chronological record of 
the progress and evolution of human knowledge, 
the question is, “What next?” As the mind of 
man, acutely trained through years of study and 
observance, becomes more active and keen in the 
searching out of those problems which have puz- 
vied humanity through the ages, we see dimly a 
glorious fruition of human ambition and human 
endeavor. The Creator’s injunction to conquer the 
earth and possess it, which carried but physical in- 
terpretation with the earlier master minds, is be- 
ginning to assume its full significance in the light 
of modern accomplishments. We cannot say that 
man has attained his complete intellectual or spir- 
itual development while so many mysteries remain 
unsolved, and while so many conscientious minds 
are toiling away to the end that they may be made 
plain reading. 

All honor, too, to these earnest souls so gal- 
lantly striving onward to goals of which even they 
themselves do not appreciate the entire signifi- 
cance. It is the man in the laboratory and the 
library, no less than the statesman and the ex- 
plorer, that has thrust forward the human race 
and made each century more prolific in achieve- 
ment than its predecessor. Invariably, too,.these 
world-thrilling discoveries have been reached 
through self-sacrifice and labor of the sort that 
tries the very soul. It is a noticeable fact, also, 
and a glorious one, that the mercenary motive has | 
plaved but a small part. of ‘success and | 
achievement for its own saxe, and the never- | 
satisfied impulses of that genius which “does 
what it must” have been the leading iuctors.

hibited were the result of good tillage on 
good, strong soil. I remember five items 
won the palm. They were the first cotton 
bloom, the first roasting ear, the first 
ripe watermelon, the finest mare and 
spring colt and the finest milch cow and 
calf. It must be remembered that this 
was long before the improved varieties 
of field and garden seed had been intro- 
duced, and there was no blooded stock 
in the land. ’ 

The farm products had to come from 
the old field variety. There were no 
early varieties and the mares and colts 
and cows and calves all came from what 
It was 
really interesting to note what time and 
attention these primitive farmers gave 
to this generous rivalry, and what im- 
provements this enterprise brought about 
in so short a time on their farms. The 
utmost order was preserved. There was 
no call for’ police or other officers to 


keep order. They were a power unto 


themselves. I remember an _ instance 
rather amusing, and at the same time it 


denied 


meeting of these men. In this nceighbor- 
hood the man who failed to raise pork 
or corn sufficient for his year’s supply was 
held in bad odor among his neighbars. 
But in the event one was so unfortunate, 
the others would not sell to him what he 
need, not they, but loan him what he 
needed till next crop gathering. And as 
to selling a neighbor such a thing as 
shucks or cotton seed. they never thought 
of such a thing, but would give him 
whatever he needed without price. These 


were good old times when the planters 
raised on their farms all the supplies 
they needed with few exceptions, and 


had but little use fcr much money. A 
store account for a family of six or eight 
whites, sometimes including two or three 
young ladies. and forty to fifty slaves, 
would average about $50 a year. This 
would be for eugar, molasses (this was 
before the time of sirup), salt, tobacco, 
cheese, mackerel, etc., and articles of 
toilet such as could not be gotten from 


the farm.

Of course, tnis philanthropy was begun 
by a woman—noble and energetic 
Millington. She found that 
dwellers were quite intemperate, as a 
rule, and she began her work among 
them—in small ways at first—instituting 
a Travelers’ Total Abstinence Union, 
with only forty-four members, then in- 
ducing the church and the Christian as- 
sociations to join with Aer in her attempt 
to elevate the travelers to a higher moral 
and educational level. She has at length, 
after, nineteen years’ work, succeeded in 
getting 12,000 van dwellers to sign the 
temperance pledge. Instead of selling 
beer and liquor from their vans at fairs, 
these now sell hot tea, coffee and lemon- 
ade. 

They have'a paper, or rather a maga- 
zine, published for their benefit, called 
The Caravan, and at every one of their 
gathering places, such as fairs (held in 
every Shire) a hall is hired, made com- 
fortable and attractive in every way and 
the children of the van dwellers taught 
in it from 8 o'clock until 1, the afternoon 
being their exhibiting time. A number 
of good women workers follow the vans 
from one county fair to another to teach 
the children that seem eager to learn and 
to encourage the ‘‘Temperance Band of 
Hope,” an organization of children under 
14 years of age. Incalculable good is done 
in tnis way. 

Is it not beautiful to see how charity, 
under the banner of Christ, meets and 
fights evil wherever found, seeking it out 
in the byways and back ways of society, 
ever encouragng weaker and less fortu- 
nate humanty to look up? 


The Finest of HandtWwork 

The finest handiwork in the world is 
said to be that done by the Indian wom- 
en basket-makers of the Pima tribe in 
California, It is a dying art, 
great mortality among these Indians since 
they have adopted the clothes and the 


habits of the whites and their growing | 


disinclination to continue this fine work, 
make it extremely probable that the art 
will soon be a thing of the past. 

This has started collectors to gathering 
up rare specimens and increased the price 
of the finer work, until $100 is willipgly 
paid for a basket of the finest weave. It 
is no wonder they command such prices. 
The baskets are said to be marvels of 
patient and artistic workmanship, far ex- 
ceeding those made in Japan and In- 
dia. Many of the Pima Indians’ baskets 
run from forty to sixty stitches to the 
inch, and in others the threads are so fine 
that they can be hardly counted, even 
with the aid of a magnifying glass. The 
ceremonial or sacrificial baskets of the 
Pima Indians are considered to be the 
highest art in basketry. The sun bas- 
ket, which was treasured more than any 
of this variety, was made basin-shape 
and was covered with red (feathers 
worked in in such a fashion that they 
were as smooth as on a bird’s breast. 

Some of the larger and coarser-fibered 
baskets were used as burden carriers, the 
squaw trudging miles with these great 
baskets on her back, filled to the top with 
potatoes or fagots. The baskets 
were also used for culinary purposes, 
and as they hung about in the smoky 
tents they quickly colored into the rich 
brown which make them so attractive, 
and ineidentally has led many a collector 
to believe he has obtained a decidedly old 
one, when in all probability it was one of 
the last .bits of work of this dying art. 
These baskets are exceedingly scarce. 

The ‘“bam-tsu-wu’’ weave is consid- 
ered the finest of the Pimas, and made 
a basket so closely woven as to be water- 
‘These were used for treasure and 
trinket caskets and were rarely in evi- 
dence about the wigwams, The baskets 
were made from the root of an exceeding- 
ly fine slough grass, and were generally 
elaborately spangled with wampem and 
abalone shells. The Indians, always care- 
ful to show appreciation for a guest, 
worked a fine bowl-shaped basket out of 
this weave and used it only as a guest

Employment for the Insane 

The ‘hospital for the mentally diseased 
at Tuscalodsd, Ala., employs methods 
Similar to those in use in the hospital on 
Wards island, New York. So far as we 
know, Dr. Peter Bryce, the late superin- 
tendent of the Tuscaloosa hospital, was 
,the first to inaugurate the system of par- 
_ non-restraint and employment for 
demented patients. He was placed in 
charge of the hospital at Tuscaloosa 
when he ‘wads buf 26 years of age, and 
instituted the system of non-restraint in 
so far as it was possible to be carried. 
There are plantations belonging to and 
surrounding the hospital, and these are 
devoted to varfous lines of agriculture, 
ho@®iculture and gardening, besides stock 
raising and a fine dairy. In all these 
branches of industry the patients find 
light work and profitable employment 
for their minds, and the success of the 
scheme has been so great as to attract 


mvestigation and commendation from 
psychologists not only from this country, 
but from’ @urope and far off Australia. 


A Butterfly Fair 

A novel church entertainment was 4 
butterfly fair. Over seven hundred but- 
terflies were used in decorating the rooms 
that were gariande@ with southern 
smilax and evergreens.

At the 
windows there were muslin draperies, 
butterfly decorated, and each cup was 
clasped by a tiny gilded clothes pin, 
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which also clasped the paper wings of 
a butterfly. 

The insects used for decorating were 
made of crepe paper, the bodies stuffed 
with cotton, and a wire passed through 
the bodies rendered it easy for them to 
be placed amid the greenery as a butter- 
fly naturally poises itself. 

Some of the butterflies were 
painted, and these sold readily for 10 
cents each. The butterfly fair was a 
success.

m OTHERS frequently tell 
their babies to slap back

Foods giving the most 
vitality are those that are eaten in their 
natural condition. Dr, Dewey has dem- 
onstrated that two meals a day not only 
give the best results, but correct many 
disordered conditions. And fasting alto- 
gether from food removes many diseases 
that have defied al] other treatment.

It seems ah excellent 
idea. Circulating libraries in small towns 
and thickly-settled communities are sure- 
ly a boon, particularly during the winter, 
with its long, lonely evenings. The litle 
suburban town in which I live has a cir- 
culating library, thanks to the enterprise 
of a good and energetic woman—Mrs. 
Mauck—whom we are glad to claim as one 
of our Household. The monthly fee of 
this library is ridiculcusly small—only 5 
cents—but its well-chosen books—history, 
biography and fictlon—has been the source 
of pleasure end instruction to 
young and old. 

Annie Mathews, who tells a strange 
story of alleged conjuring, asks me if it 
is true that a belief in conjuring is no 
longer confined to ignorant, superstitious 
negroes, but that a number of persons of 
culture and scientific trairing believe in 
it, and hold that the tragic Salem witch- 
craft drama, which is a black blot on our 
country’s page, had an excuse and a real 
foundgMon; also that there are persons 
who can take the spell off of a victim. 
Is this true? 

Yes; all this is true. (You will find 
persons in these days believing in every 
ism under the sun). The disciples of the 
occult believe that there are persons who 
can. cast a malignant spel#a kind of 
wicked hypnotic influence upon oth- 
ers—withering their NKimbs' and warp- 
ing their minds. This is called 
obsession. There are men, notably 
a Dr, Quackenboss (suggestive name), 
of New York, who claims to be 
able to remove this spell—to ‘take de 
conjer offen ’um,”’ as the darkey would 
say. I have seen instances of the result 
of so-called conjuring—one case very sim- 
ilar to that you describe—but it seems to 
me more likely that they are the result 
of poisoning than of the evil eye. Some 
of the negroes who have Indian blood in 
them or are of pure African descent know 
many subtle poisons extracted from roots 
and barks—the poke root, the jimson 
weed, the deadly root of the fragrant 
yellow jessamine, the seed of the wild 
cherry, etc. 

Mrs. Handy, writing for Lippincott 
some time ago, quoted a James river 
physician as saying that negroes un- 
doubtedly poisoned each other  oftener 
than was susfected. “But how are you 
going to prove ‘t?’’ asked the doctor. 
‘Take pounded glass, for instance, and 
administer it in food. How is any phy- 
Siclan to tell the intestinal iniammation 
that results from that produced by or- 
dinary disease? Unless, of course, he 
makes an expensive post-mortem exami- 
nation, which few country doctors are 
prepared to do. Over at Cottontown last 
year,” he goes on, “I had four patients 
to die of a slow creeping paralvsis. The 
negroes declared the victims had been 
conjured, but I feel sure they were pois- 
oned by some vegetable poison, which is

so much more subtle and difficult to trace | 


than minerals.’’

Negro Conjuring 

I wish to ask if any of you believe that 
it is possible for a malignant will to be 
exercised upon a human being to such an 
extent as to cause that being’s death. I 
know that some novels, from Bulwer’s 
“Strange Story’ down to the latest bit 
of occult fiction, have given instances of 
persons being destroyed in this manner, 
and, of course, our witch-burning ances- 
tors and the Indians and negroes believe 
it, but do any of you enlightened folks 
think it is possible? The reason I am in- 
terested tn the matter is this: Two years 
ago I took into my home as a servant a 
little orphaned negro girl 12 years old, 
who had been living, for several months, 
with a cousin of her mother—a bad-tem- 
pered, sinister-looking old woman, who 
nad the child cooking for her. She was 
strongly opposed to my _ taking little 
Mathilde, but as the child had been given 


1to my own and my husband's care by the 


mother, who died of consumption on our 
farm, we disregarded the old woman’s op- 
position and took the pretty, intelligent 
little quadroon to our home. The woman 
made strong efforts to persuade Mathilde 
to come to her. Once she had her to 
stay with her Sunday, but the child in- 
sisted on coming back. After this visit 
Mathilde began to pine away. Soon she 
was taken with paralysis that crept up 
from her lower limbs gradually to her 
head.

His extraordinary 
personal carelessness is due to an absolute 
conviction that he is foredoomed and to 
a quasi-Oriental fatalism, which leads to 
the peace-bringing feeling that no steps 
he can devise will turn aside the mur- 
derous arm. He goes his way, grave under 
the shadow of the coming death, but 
witnout flinching from what he regards 
as the inevitable. He knows, of course, 


that the authorities of his court surround 
nim with an rate system of ce 


protection. He does not protest; it is 


refused to eat and

their business; but he does not interest 
himself in the matter at all. The only 
motice he takes of the officials detailed to 
look after him consists in Keeping them 
as far from his eyes as possible. He tries 
to forget.

any gouty every-day citizen shocked his 
entourage. The waters may cure his liver, 
but nothing aparently will ever curé his 
calm assurance that nobdDcdy .will ever 
want to do him harm. In his case it is 


not the fatalism of Nicholas that pro 
duces this happy condition; it is sheer con- 
tent with himself and with the world, 
leading him to laugh at the very idea of 
danger. Queen Alexandra is said to share 
the king’s perfect peace of mind in this 
respect.

Malays, Drones of the Pacific “ By Frank G Carpenter

HIS is the land of the Ma- 
lays. ‘Singapore has a large 
number of them and the 
peninsula which here juts 
out into the Indian ocean, 
forming the tail of south- 
castern Asta, is their home. 
The Elamese farther up are 
almost altogether of Malay 
extraction, and all the isl- 
ands of this vast archipel- 
ago through which I have 
been traveling are more or 

less pure Matay. The pur- 
est of all, however, are those on the 
Strait of Malacca and about the Malay 
peninsula, and this is perhaps the best 
place in the world for the study of the 
race. It is just now an especially inter- 
esting study for us. The Malays are the 
cousins of our Filipinos, and their char- 
acter today is not far different from that 
of the Tagalos and the Visayans. . 

It may be that the Filipinos have be- 
come more industrious by their change of 
environment, but if not they will never 
be a great working race. The Malays 
are the drones of this part of the world. 
They originally came from Sumatra and 
owned Singapore when the English took 
possession of the island. As a result they 
should be the richest of all nations, 
whereas they are the poorest. The profits 
of the change of ownership have gone 
to the Chinese and East Indians and the 
Malays seem content that they should 
hold them. 

I had a talk with the sultan of Johore, 
the Malay ruler of the state on the main- 
land opposite Singapore. He has a rich 
country, which raises vast quantities of 
pepper and coffee, and which produces 
gold, silver and tin. He tells me that he 
has to get Chinese coolies to work his 
plantations and that his own people will 
not labor. The hotel where I am’ staying 
in Singapore recently lost two of its Chi- 
nese waiters. Among the applicants for 
the places were two young Maiays. They 
Offered to do the work for the same as 
the Chinese, but said they could not come 
earlier than 8 o'clock in the morning, 
that they should need from 11 until 1 for 
their noonday sleep and would want to 
close the day’s work at about 7 o’clock 
in the evening. They were, of course, 
dismissed without further question. 

The Malays of this part of the world 
look much like our Filipinos. They are 
perhaps a little taller, but they have the 
same mulatto complexion and the same 
straight figures and independent walk 
Their hands and feet are small. The 
most of them look well-bred; they are 
very proud énd ‘haughty and are quick 
to resent an injury. They remember an 


| insult a long time and revenge one after 


years of waiting. I was told in Manila 
English merchants said that they 
often made good servants, but that they 
required more watching than a mule.

The walls are of 
boards or of bambco and a thatch 
cf palm leaves. Many of the hcuses have 
one room, the people eating and

kitchen furniture is an iren pan and a 
eccoanut ladle with perhaps a pot for 
soups and stews. The bed is a mat spread 
on the floor, and the: family squat on 
their heels or sprawl at full length when 
resting. 

The dress of the poorer classes is as 
mean as their houses. They wear a sort 
of a baglike skirt or surong much lik: 
that used in Java. Some of the men have 
jackets and some are bare to the waisc. 
The women usually wear jackets anid 
sarongs. The richer people wear trousers 
under their sarongs, but this is only in 
cities like Singapore or persons of au- 
thority like a sultan or rajah. Small chil- 
dren seldom have any clethes whatever, 
and I have yet to see a baby which was 
not as naked as when it was born. 

The lack of clothing, however, causes 
no suffering in this part cf the world. 
We here just 80 degrees from the 
and the thermometer stands at 
about 80 Fahrenheit all the year 
around. The sun rises and gets at the 
same hour each day the year through, 
and the flowers always bloom and the 
trees are always green. The chief ques- 
tion is how to keep cool rather than how 
to get warm, and so the naked babics 
thrive.

I have seen little 
boys absolutely nude with cigarettes in 
their mouths, and the girls learn to 
smoke almost as soon as they are able to 
crawl. The betel habit is even worse. 
It consists of chewing the nut of the 
Areca palm mixed witn tobacco and lime. 
This turns the teeta black, swells the 
tongue, puffs out the lips and makes them 
crack. As the people chew they spit, and 
their expectorations are the color of 
blood. If have ever had_a tooth 
pulled and tried to cleanse your mouth 
afterwards you have gone through some 
of the experiences of betel chewing as far 
as saliva is concerned. 

The betel nut is about as large as a 
black walnut. It is of a soft spongy na- 
ture and has a bitter astringent taste. 
It is sold here in all the markets and with 
it red lime and tobacco. Every Malay 
gentleman and lady carries a betel box 
and it is only courteous te offer your 
neighbor a chew. When a man is mar- 
ried one of his presents to the hride is a

sometimes given betel before they are 
weaned. The chewing is said to take 
away hunger and fatigue. The habit 
once acquired is seldom given up, and I 
see women chewing who are so old that 
they have to pound the nuts to a powder 
in order that they may masticate jhem 
with their toothless gums. I can imagine 
no more disgusting sight than one of these 
leathery old hags chewing the betel and 
expectorating, as it were, blood in pud- 
dies. 

The chewing is done by young women 
also and those of all classes. During a 
visit to Bangkok I bought a betel spit- 
toon such as is used by the ladies of tne 
king's harem. It is just about as big as 
a tea cup and the king’s wives in using 
it lift it up to their Ips. This chewing is 
also common in the Philippines, but not 
so disgusting as it is here on the edge of 
the equator. 

I am surprised at the development go- 
ing on in this part of tne world. I have 
written of Singapore and the $200,000 
worth of exports and tmports which come 
in and go out of the stfaits every year. 
This is only one of the things that is go- 
ing on down hére on the edge of the equa- 
tor. There are now about a dozen news- 
papers publisnmed in this region. Singa- 
pore has two dailies in English, two dal- 
lies in Chinese, two in Malay and~-one or 
two papers in Tamil. 

A litlte farther up the strait is Penang, 
with a population of over 100,000, and a 
trade of more than $100,000,000 a year. Jo- 
hore is doing considerable business, and 
there are half a dozen other states which 
are exporting coffee, tea and tin. 

Penang is an island 15 miles long and 9 
miles broad, with large nutmeg and pep- 
per estates. It is now building a railway 
through the state of Perak, with which it 
will be connected by ferry. The railroad 
will be 317 miles long, and it is planned to 
extend it to Burmah. A railroad is pro- 
posed here in Singapore. It is to cross 
the island and then to begin again at Jo- 
hore and exténd on upward through the 
peninsular to Siam and possibly to China. 
A branch will go off to Burmah, and the 
probability is that some day Indo-Caina 
and East India will be connected by iron 
tracks with Singapore. 

At present considerable railroad builld- 
ing is going on in Siam. The king there 
is very enterprising, and he is slowly but 

surely pushing railroads

Islands dred mile road complet- 
ed this year. I have re- 
cently met some Americans, who have 
been selling electrical machinery in 
Bangkok, and according to their state- 
ments that city is now one of the liveli- 
est of the Far East. It has an electric 
lighting plant and electric street cars. 
It is the center of two railroad systems, 
with machine shops and foundries, and it 
is thoroughly up to date in many of its 
equipments. It has twenty-six rice mills 
now, run by steam. Seven of these mills 
have electric light plants, some of which 
were shipped there from the United 
States. A number of the mills are 
Chinese, only four being Eurcpean. The 
Chinese mills have large capital, and 
they are managed on as good business 
principles as any mills in the United 
States. Bangkok has three daily news- 
and about two score printing 
houses. The railroads are well built and 
some of them are paying dividends. 

Bangkok is -rapidly growing. It is said 
to have in the neighborhood of 800,000 
people and to be the center of distribu- 
tion for the products of at least 5,000,000 
people. It has good hotels, large banks 
and importing and exporting houses, 
with large capital. It is a town of tele- 
graphs and telephones, clubs and l- 
braries, business men and missionaries, 
last, but not least. At present it is sand- 
wiched between the possessions of the 
French in Indo-China and the English in 
Burmah and both nations would like to 
grab it. At the same time the Germans 
are slowly, but surely, working their way 
into its business and any attempt of the 
other powers to take possession of it 
will be resented by them. About two 
years ago Prince Henry of Prussia made 
« visit to Bangkok and it is said that the 
emperor of.Germany Keeps up a personal 
correspondence with Chululangkorn, the 
king of Siam, which is much helping 
German interests. The Germans have re- 
cently bought the Scottish Oriental line 
of steamers sailing between Bangkok and 
China and other parts of the Far East, 
and they are pushing their trade in every 
possible way. 

There are a large number of Europeans 
who have recently engaged in coffee- 
raising on the Matay peninsula. In the 
protected native state of Seltahgor theré 
are 100 such estates, verying in size up 
to 2.000 acres each. Most of the planters 
are setting out rubber trees in addition 
tu their coffee and some are planting 
ecocoanuts. They use Indian coolles as 
laborers. They are said to Be making 
money. ; 

There are other planfatfofis {n Johore, 
Pahang and the Negri Sembilan. Have 
you ever heard of these statss? They 
are all more or less govéfne® by Eng- 
land, and they constitute a large part 
of the Malay peninsula. They raise pep- 
per, coffee and gambfer and some of them 
produce a large amount of tin. Some 
have sago plantations and some do 4 
big business in taploca, teak wood and 
rattan. 

There is a great deal of sago produced 
in this part of the world. It comes from 
one variety of palm trees which grows 
in the jungle and which Is also Bet out 
in plantations. The sago is made from 
the pith, which is very large and porous. 
The trees are cut ddwn in the woods and 
the trunks split open from one end to 
the other so that the pith can be 8cooped 
out. After this it is carried to the fac- 
tory and run through graters fnto @ 
sort of pulp. The pulp 1s allowed to stand 
in water for some hours an@& the fiber 
leaves the sago and goes into the water. 
After this the water is changed until 
finally nothing but the sago is left. It 
is now in the form of a starch, which fs 
dried in the sun. After drying ft is bro- 
ken up and ground into a flour. which 
is the sago flour of our markets. 

Tapioca, which also raised here, 
comes from the root of the tapioca 
plant. It is handled in much the same

way as sago. The roots are cultivated, | 


it requiring about eighteen mofiths to 
grow the crop. After gathering the roots 
are cut into pleces, ground up and bofted 
to get out the tapioca. <A great deal of 
the product gdbs to the United States.

The government gives a reward for the 
poisonous varieties, paying from 50 cents 
to $ per head, according to size and char- 
acter. I saw a man bring some to the 
Officials in a bag in order to collect his 
fees. He had thirty-nine, and every one 
of them was venomous. He pulled the 
Snakes out of the bag with his bare 
hands and cracked their heads against 
the stones ag h® showed them to the 
policemen, and I wondered that he was 
not bitten. The &fo0vernment pays $5 for 
snakes of 14 feét and upward. 

The Malay peninsula is the home of the 
tiger. Every now and then a baby is eaten 
and frequently men and women. Not long 
@go the statistics showed that 200 people 
were annually killed on this Singapore 
island by tigers, and ducing a visit to the 
peninsula I was shown the tracks of a 
tiger in the mud near a saw mill by which 
we drove. The tiger hsd been about the 
mil] the preceding night, but had gone 
away without eating up any of the Malay 
babies in the village near it and without 
playing with the quiet buzz saw. The

Spenking of snakes, the reward is 50 
cents for the cobra, which is to be found 
everywhere. The cobra is a brownish- 
gray snake, about 5 feet in length. It is 
sluggish in its movements, and can easily 
be killed, but ene must be very careful 
to keep out of the way of its venom. 
When attacked it raises its head and 
spreads out in the shape of a yoo0d, while 
it spits out poison with a noisé like an 
angry eat. It cain throw its spittle a dis- 
tance of 8 feet, and if a bit of it hap- 
rens to fall upon-a sore or upon the eye, 
it js sure death. It is the cobra that the 
Indian snake charmers use largely in 
their exhibitions. They do not seem to be 
afraid of it, and apparently handle it 
with impun.ty. Not long ago an English- 
man, looking at such a show, told the 
Hindoo that he knew the poisonous glands 
had been extracted and that ff the cobra 
did bits it could not hurt him. The 
snake charmer warned hin to keep away, 
saying it was not so. The Englishman 
laughed and grabbed the cobra in his 
hand. It bit him and he died within a 
few hours. 

This is also the home of the python and 
other great snakes of many kinds, some 
of which are to be found in the water. 
One 25 feet long and 18 inches in cir- 
cumference was caught the other day on 
the deck of a steamer lying at the wharf. 
It had probably come in with the cargo 
or had climbed up the chaing from the 
water. In my voyage ‘to Singapore the 
captain showed me a snake swimming in 
the water some distance away from our 
vessel. It was,I judge, at least 30 feet long. 
The captain ran for !d4s rifle, but be- 
fore he could. shoot the monster had 
dived under the water and we saw it nv 
more.
